critical condition due to lack of officers, 
which, he says, has reached such a 
point as to be dangerous to the effi- 
ciency of the work. 


The proposed concentration of the naval 
forces, Admiral Taylor says, makes it de-

known, Daddy Ellis, the old man who 
was run down in Oakland Saturday by 
Phllly Hart, and who died yesterday 
from the wounds received, \vas a pion- 
eer of Berkeley, and one of the best 
known and most loved old gentlemen 
In the university town. He was sev- 
enty-six years old. He was past mas- 
ter of Durant Lodge No. 268, Free and 
Accepted Masons of this city, of which 
lodge he was a charter member, being 
one of its most prominent organizers 
over twenty-live years ago. 
He was 


also past noble grand master of Lodge 
270, Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 
Ifiese lodges, as soon as they heard of 
r>addy's accident, at once employed a 
special nurse to care for him; and un- 
der the auspices of these lodges the 
funeral ceremony will be held. 
Mr. 


Ellis was also a charter member of 
Relief Camp No. 29, of Petaluma. 


Mr. Ellis first came to California in 


1S31 
with General Fremont, and was 


one to assist in 
raising 
the flag at 


Monterey. 
He 
returned 
East, 
but 


•*vhen gold was discovered in Califor- 
nia, he again found his way to the Pa- 
cific coast. 
He at once began pros- 


pecting fOT gold. 
He sought his for- 


tune bej-ond where the less venture- 
some miners 
located, 
and 
went up 


the Jackson Creek region 
in Amador 


county. 
Here he took out two or three 


thousand dollars. Not till his luck be- 
came known did the influx of miners' 
to Amador begin, and to Mr. Ellis be- 
longs the distinction of finding thf first 
gold in a region that has since heroine 
one of the wealthiest mining districts 
in the world. 


With the opening of 
the war with 


Mexico, Mr. Ellis laid aside his shovel 
and pan to take up arms for his coun- 
try. 
He fought all through 
the war 


and was noted 
for his 
coolness and 


bravery. 


Lincoln's call for volunteers caused 


Paddy to again take up arms under the 
Ptars and Stripes, and in the Civil war 
as in the war with Mexico, he proved 
himself a gallant fighter. 


Daddy's life in Berkeley began twen- 


ty-six years ago, when he accepted the 
position as janitor 
in South Hall, of 


the University of California. 
South 


Hall had just been completed and to 
Daddy belon.gs the distinction of first 
caring for the building that has been 
most prominent in the scientific his- 
tory of the university, and which was 
the working place of the 
most 
cele- 


brated scientists California has known. 
Daddy used i'< take pride in his ne- 
quaintanre w i t h the Le Contes. 


While ,-onnoi-tfd with the university 


Mr. Ellis helped to plant the pine trees 
that now grow near the Center-street 
entrance to the grounds. 
They were 


small plants when 
Daddy 
helped to 


put them in the ground. 
He watched 


them grow up into the tall, stately 
trees that they now are. 
The old man 


Is gone now. 
Rut the trees ate there 


and even after they go. the memory

SUICIDE. 


George F. 1'Heureux, son of Frank 


P. 1'Heureux, of the Oakland Fire De- 
partment, and an employe of the Cali- 
lornia Sash and Door Factory of this 
Ity, is In the hands of the San Fran- 
isco police who will hold him until 


he has explained to their satisfaction 
an attempt he made on Saturday 
night to chloroform Fannie Evans, a 
San Francisco woman. 


IVHeureux says he left his home at 


1116 Eleventh Street to go to the big 
football game in San Francisco. He 
took with him a quantity of chloroform 
which he used from time to time to 
quell the pain of an aching tooth. 
At 


he football game he lost $10 and be- 
came despondent. He decided to re- 
main in San Francisco all night and^ 
having exhausted his supply of chloro- 
form, purchased more at a convenient 
drug store. 


Near the entrance to a notorious mu- 


sic hall he met the Evans woman and 
if lev a short conversation he went with 
her to her room at 1118 Market sreet. 


What happened after that !is what 


the 
police are 
trying to 
find out. 


/Heureux admits that he attempted to 
ut the woman under the influence of 


the drug he carried, but denied any 
criminal intent or motive. In this he 
s borne out by the woman who says 
he luid no thought of harming her and 
that she is not anxious to prosecute. 


All that the police know they' have 


learned from 
the written 
statement 


made 
voluntarily by 
1'Heureux. 
In 


part it is as follows: 
"When I bought the chloroform I 


Knew I was going to chlorofrom a wo- 
nan, but had no particular' idea which 
one. 
I walked around to the Thalia 


rid near its entrancel met this wo- 


man. 


'We went to her room in the Leland 


House where I pressed my handker- 


hief, saturated with the drug, against 
her mouth and at the same time placed 
my mouth over 'he handkerchief so 
that I could inhale the fumes. In the 
struggle she managed to free herself, 
but I did not hear her scream, although 
they tell me now she did. Presently 
some one knocked on the door and a 
man c.ime into the room. He ordered 
me out, telling me that he had a notion 
to beat my head off 
As far as I was 


concerned, I wish he had done so. He 
threw my coat and hat out in the hall 
and forced me from the room. While I 
was dressing the policeman came and 
arrested me." 


Tj'Heureux is disconsolate over his 


predicament. He has always borne an 
excellent reputation and neither em- 
ployers or friends have ought but good 
to sny of him, rt is said that he was 
engaged to 3:te married to a most esti- 
mable young lady of this city and he 
feels his disgrace the more keeenly for 
this reason. 


The police do not know what charge 


to lodge against him, and will discuss 
the problem today with District At- 
torney Byingtoi:.

Despondent over, being unable to find 


employment, Albert Owens, aged 22 years, 
attempted to end his life Saturday night 
In the City Park at Eleventh and Jefter- 
son streets: That he was unsuccessful is 
due' to his nervousness, and the bullet 
that was intended for his'heart was de- 
flected by a rib. The shot attracted the 
attention of Policeman Walters, who has-

The revolver 
1 brought from home with me, and when 
I went Into the park I tried to locate m.v 
heart before I pulled the trigger, but I 
guess I was too nervous." 
Through the efforts of Captain Peter- 
son a position on a farm has been se- 
cured for the would-be suicide, ana ne 
was released from custody today so that 
he might seek his work.
